Just before leaving Columbus, I was 
informed that Proi'. McGregor had 

been re-appointed as instructor at the 
Institution, through the influence and 
lirm stand of (Governor Foraker, who 
was much displeased at his removal, 
and insisted upon the board taking 
immediate action toward his reinstate- 
ment. This was done, but later we 
heard that he had declined, and on the 
other hand, he had accepted the prinei- 
palship of the St. Louis Deaf-Mute 
bay School. The St. Louis mutes 
were certain of this, as they were 
awaiting his arrival the next day, and 
had even engaged lodgings. Which 
of the two is true is something that 
we are not positive of, as we have 
since heard nothing definite regarding 
the matter. If he has left the Buck- 
eye Slate for St. Louis, however, the 
mutes of Ohio and the Institution 
have suffered a loss that can not be 
tilled. He is preeminently the main- 
slay and pride of Ohio mutes, and has 
done more to raise them to the high 
position they occupy than any other. 

We received a tender kick last week, 
for printing a piece of news that the 
person referred to did not want to be 
made public. Yet il was news, and 
we have before this announced our in- 
lent ion of sending all news that will 
be of interest to mutes. As this was 
news, and of interest to mutes, and 
was neither a falsehood nor libel, we 
can not repudiate or "eat our own 
words." 

There are some mighty pretty girls 
in Columbus, for a fact, and we 
would like lo live there and bask in 
in the sunshine of their smiles, if we 
were not much stuck on the wild and 
woolly West, even if it had no girls. 

It is said that Alma Moore, who for- 
merly attended the Kansas School, 
and now resides in Ohio, is engaged 
to a young man who is employed in a 
livery stable. So we were told, and 
it for what il is worth. 

One of the most unjust things that 
we frequently see, and which puts 
and "drives the iron into our soul," 
and makes us ready to tight quicker 
than anything, is the wide difference 
of pay between deaf and hearing 
teachers, with injustice paramount 
and plain on the side of the deaf in- 
structors. The Ohio Institution is 
not free of it by a great deal. Only 
a short time ago, an injustice was 
done to a deaf-mute instructor, that 
raised the indignation of the mutes of 
Ohio. This is not die only school, 
where a deaf-mute instructor has suf- 
fered injustice, and a hearing person, 

with far less ability and experience, is 

riven the preference. During all our 

intercourse and observation of hearing 
and mute teachers, as well as personal 
knowledge, the best instructors in this 
peculiar field of labor were those who 
were themselves deaf, their greater 
experience and ability being due to 
their constant contact, and of neces- 



sity, constant practice of the language 
of the deaf and dumb. Some of the 
hearing teachers do the work more as 
a convict lining time than what is to 
the mutes — something that is a part of 
I heir life.

superintendents of different 
institutions. In some cases an insti- 
tution having twice as many pupils 
and teachers as another, and con- 
sequently, trebly as much work for 
the superintendent to do, pavs him 
from ISOO to |«00 less, w'ith the 
curtailment of many privileges the 
other enjoys. It is but too plainly 
seen that the pay of the Ohio Super- 
intendent is far too small for the 
arduous duties devolving upon him, 
when there are many state schools 
having less than one half (he number 
of pupils, and consequently a far loss 

amount of work, whose superinten- 
dent receives nearly a third more 
salary. This is a manifest injustice. 
We have not axe to grind in these 
matters, but wish to see justice to 
all. Those who protest against this, 
will be found to be those who arc 
rccei\ ing more pay than thoy are 
worth. Hut lime, the levelcr of all 
, will see justice rounded out to 
this much abused disproportionment 
of salary 

The Ohio Institution seems to be a

The Ohio Institution has one of the 
best institution libraries we have yet 
seen. Its shelves arc filled with 
choice volumes of diversified reading. 
A museum of curiosities lends ad- 
ditional interest to the library room. 

The Ohio Alumni Association re* 
members its old-time superintendents, 
teachers and friends. On the walls of 
the reception rooms, were fine oil 
paintin g ! of teachers, of those who 
are now old men and women. It 
would be a good plan for the gradu- 
ates of other institutions to follow 
this generous precedent of holding in 
remembrance those who aided in 
developing them for the strife of 
manhood and battle of life. 

Ohio has the advantage over Kan- 
sas in teaching its boys the tailor's 
trade, which is one of the best pay- 
ing trades a person can have. We 
hope ere long, however, that Kansas 
will have an instructor in this import- 
ant handicraft. 

Well, here's good-bye to Ohio, and 
off to St. Lonis. Columbus is a beauti- 
ful city, and Ohio has a fine institute 
for its deaf.

Hewitt came out of the " cage," and 
his friends immediately greeted him 
heartily and congratulated him upon 
his release on account of having found 
not guilty of what he was accused. Mr. 
Dodd shook hands with Mr. Hewitt, 
with tears on his cheeks. Mr. Dodd 
said he could not find any evidence 
against him, after he found out that 
his daughter told him an untruthful 
story blaming Fred, so he did his 
duty bv getting him out of jail in- 
stead of sending him before the just ice. 
The crowd escorted Fred to his sister's 
house, where she and her husband 
entertained Fred and his friends in 
high glee until they went home. 

The next' morning Fred returned to 
his old place of work, where he was 
gladly received by his employers and 
fellow-workers, and where lie is still 
at work.
